The condition of affairs in the Sierras 
last night presented little change from 
w hat was published in the R e c o r d -U n ion 
yesterday—at least 
so far as could be 
learned. The telegraph wires are still in 
bad shape, and it is difficult to learn of the 
operations east of Cisco. 
The railroad’s wire to Truckee was again 
connected last night, but worked so poorly 
that it was of little advantage, either for re­ 
ceiving advices or sending on orders. 
From what could be obtained, however, 
it was learned that the rotary plow had 
succeeded in cutting through two-thirds of 
the m iie-and-a-half strip at Cascade, and at 
last accounts was coaling, prior to plough­ 
ing into the last of it. 
The portion which rem ains to be plowed 
is the most difficult part of the present 
blockade, being in a canyon w ith steep and 
alm ost perpendicular walls on either side. 
The railroad officials think, however, that 
this will be penetrated before daybreak. 
This will leave the road clear to Tunnel 
13, which is seven miles west of Truckee. 
At this point is the disabled push plow, 
which ran into a water tank and was de­ 
railed on Sunday. This will have to be re­ 
placed on the track before trains can pass 
through. 
Eetween Truckee and the Sum m it the 
track 
has 
suffered 
considerably 
from 
"slush”—partially m elted 
snow—which 
has frozen on the rails. 
It will require a 
large force of shovelers to remove this. 
Provision trains now run unimpeded 
from Sacramento as far east as Cascade, 
where the rotary i3 at work. 
The weather continues clear and cold 
throughout the blockaded district, and 
there areno apparent indications of a re­ 
newal of the storm. 
Affairs on the Shasta route are at a stand­ 
still. One hundred additional men have 
been sent up to join the 1,500 already at 
work on the line above Redding, provided 
w ith all necessary tools, provisions, etc. 
Eight outfit cars were also sent up. The 
report that several 
hundred 
shovelers 
were 
snowed 
in 
at 
a 
desolate 
place 
and 
were 
starving 
proves 
to 
have 
been 
erroneous. 
The men 
were at no tim e further than two m ile 3 
from D unsm uir—which is quite a large 
place and where plenty ot provisions are to 
be had—and had they been in need it 
would have been an easy m atter to get back 
to D unsm nir. There are no snow-bound 
passenger trains on this route, and all the 
railroad has to look after is its own men 
and the raising of the blockade. The road 
is in a very bad slate, and it may require a 
week to clear it. 
Division Superintendent J. B. W right, 
accompanied Gy T m .s Cn^anrtionttsiit Cur­ 
tis, of the San Francisco office, left lost 
night for the scene of the operations at 
Cascade. 
They will 
inspect 
the road 
throughout the snow district, and see that 
it is perfectly clear before trains will be 
moved. 
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T H E E N T IK E SIT U A T IO N . 


T h e 
R a ilro a d C om p an y's L o sses 
O ver 
a lililí ion D o lla rs. 
S an F rancisco, January 27th—Superin­ 
tendent J. A. Fillm ore, of th e Southern 
Pacific Company, this afternoon furnished 
the following sum m ary of the railroad 
situation to the California Associated Press: 
Several new features have arisen on the 
Central Pacific road since the last reports, 
which will probably prevent its being 
opened for at least twenty-four hours. 
The snow banks on each side of the 
track from A lta lo Em igrant Gap grad­ 
ually settled after the trains which had 
been blockaded at Bine Canyon and Shady 
Run, had been taken oat, and made the 
road impassable for trains. 
A force of 1,800 men are now at work 
cutting away the snow banks on each side, 
so as to perm it the passage of trains. These 
banks are from twelve to fifteen feet high. 
The steps of all the cars will be re­ 
moved so as to allow the trains to pass 
more easily and prevent them dragging the 
snow i n the track as the train passes. 
The most troublesome difficulty is the 
ice-covered track, caused by the partial 
m elting of the snow and its subsequent 
freezing. This condition exists from Alta 
to Em igrant Gap. 
Also from Tunnel 13 
to Verdi, in a m ore or less serious form. 
The snow plow cannot contend with this 
phase of the situation, and it is being re­ 
lieved by an imm ense force of men with 
pick-axes and shovels. 
A Hanger which, w ith five engines, was 
engaged in this work got stalled west of 
Truckee and a large force is engaged in 
rescuing it. One of the push plows also 
became disabled and had to be side-tracked. 
A rem arkable fact in connection w ith the 
blockade is that that portion of the road 
between Truckee and Verdi is outside of 
the snow belt, yet virtually the same state 
of affairs exista there as west of Truckee. 
The snow on the sheds between the Sum ­ 
m it aud T unnel 13 is unprecedented in 
depth, ranging from 50 to 200 feet, and in 
isolated cases attaining the enormous depth 
of 500 feet. 
A large force of men is eDgaged in brac­ 
ing the weak parts of these sheds and 
shovelers are removing the snow 1'rom the 
roofs. 
W est of the Sum m it the shed3 are 
covered from 18 to 25 feet deep. 
In East Nevada and Utah, along the line 
of the Central Pacific road, the present 
snowfall has never before been equaled, 
and a blockade exists between W ells and 
Terrace, caused by the snowfall and ice 
which covered the tract. 
Last night a plow with six engines going 
east from W ells, was derailed w ith two of 
the engines, and one of the firemen was 
killed and an engineer badly scalded. 
An engine w ith a plow which left Ter­ 
race going west was derailed, fonr miles 
from Terrace. The engine was turned on 
its side, but no one injured. The track 
east of W ells is expected to be cleared this 
afternoon. 
The esst-bound train at Cisco, which has 
been blockaded since the fifteenth, started 
west this afternoon. 
Between Trnckee and 
Sum m it, 150 line-repairers are digging 
trenches in the snow from eight to twelve 
feet deep, in order to free the telegraph 
wires, whiei» are strung oa poles twenty- 
two feet high. 
.No train wi!! Itave here for the East over 


the Central Pacific to-night. 
The train 
which left ytsterday, is held at Sacramento. 
The road to Sacramento by way of Benicia, 
was repaired tc-day.and all the routes from 
here to Sacramento are now again in work­ 
ing order. 
On the California and Oregon road ihe 
situation rem ains unchanged. 
Every effort 
is being made by the railroad company to 
open the road, and it is expected to have it 
sufficiently cleared 
w ithin twenty-four 
hours, so as to get a supply of provisions, 
which are very scarce there, to towns on 
the blockaded portion of the road between 
Sims and Edgewood. 
Assistant General Superintendent Pratt 
is now two miles south of D unsm uir with 
a force of three hundred men, two hundred 
of whom are working north to aud behind 
Dunsm uir, and one hundred south to Red­ 
ding. An outfit of an additional one hu n ­ 
dred men left Sacramento last night to 
reinforce Superintendent Pratt. 
A lthough the Southern Pacific has been 
more or less interrupted for the last twenty- 
four hours, no really serious impediments 
exist. 
The heavy rains of last night caused a 
num ber of washouts south of Lathrop, but 
all these and also that previously reported 
in Soledad Canyon are expected to be re­ 
paired by nightfall, and trains will leave 
here to-night as usual. 
The South Pacific Coast road is working 
as far as Los Gatos, but from there to Santa 
Cruz is still in trouble. The principal 
bridges on the Boulder creek branch and at 
Felton are washed away. The aggregate 
force of extra men engaged by the South 
Pacific Company to aid in opening and re­ 
pairing its roads num ber 3,500 men. Of 
these 2.500 are engaged on the Central P a­ 
cific alone. 
The railroad company estimates its loss 
since the troubles began, fourteen days ago, 
at $75,000 a day, or more than $1,000,000 to 
date. 
This is exclusive of repairs to be m ade on 
the roads as soon as the storm is finally 
over. 
The weather to-day is clear, but the Sig­ 
nal Service predicts m ore rain w ithin the 
next 24 hours.

Cisco, January 27th.—Y our correspond­ 
ent, who went up with the rotary plow 
from Cisco to Cascade, last night stayed 
with her until early this morning, when it 
was found that further proceedings in the 
dark would be useless, and work was sus­ 
pended until daylight. The plow was 
backed by four powerful engines, and the 
first snow was struck in the shed just this 
side of the open space of a mile and a half. 
The engines and rotary had previously 
taken in a supply of coal, wood and water 
in the section shed, and work was begun 
in real earnest about 9 o’clock at night. 
The troublesome task of cleaning out the 
shed was at last accomplished, and the 
huge bank at the beginning of the open 
space was then struck. The night was 
cold, but the

In the heavens. First the rotary eugine 
set to work, and in an instant the knives 
were w hirling at a terrific rate, and sparks 
were shot up from the smokestack of the 
rotary engine nearly 200 feet in the air. 
Descending, the m illions 
of 
glittering 
sparks spread out over an imm ense space, 
and jit «i :Q0 Gins mxfucctu as tt a power­ 
ful sun uad ju st dawned. The sight was 
one of the most beautiful and awe-iuspir- 
ing one could hope to see, and made a 
grand pyrotechnic display. 
W hile the rotary was thus straining 
every effort the four engines backing her 
were pressing on with all the power they 
possessed, endeavoring to keep the huge 
m achine pressed into the bank of snow. 
Progress was slow, although the powerful

strained to their utmost, ever pressing oa, 
and

inch 
by inch. 
W histles to “go ahead,” “ back” or “stop,” 
were being blown constantly by each en­ 
gine, and a person in the distance who 
m ight not have known what was going on, 
would surely have been led to believe that 
the infernal regions had opened tip in all 
their fury, and w> re bent on dealing death 
and destruction to all aronud. A distance 
of about 200 yards of snow bank 


FIFTEEN FEET DEEP 
Was gone through in the first couple of 
hours, and the engines aud plow then 
steamed back to the sheds again to get a 
fresh supply of fuel aud water. 
The start was 
again m ade with the 
R kcord-U nio n reporter on the rear engine 
(the only newspaper m an aboard), taking 
a view of the scene. The bank of snow was 
again met, with n dash and a roar, and 
abont thirty feet was cleared w ithout a 
stop. The engines then backed up for 
another start, but this time in coming for­ 
ward they did so w ith too great force and 
speed, and the result was 


A HEAVY JA R 
As if a solid rock had been struck, the 
violence of which 
nearly

An effort was made to 
back up and pull the plow nut, but this 
was unsuccessful. 
The plow was stuck 
fast. 
Men were sent to the front and the 
rotary was found alm ost completely buried 
in snow—to such an extent, in fact, that 
an effort to get her out that night was 
abandoned. The engines wete uncoupled 
from the plow and backed up into the 
sheds, where they remained during the rest 
of the night until daybreak. The fact that 
there were no snow shovelers in the rotary 
gang necessitated the delay until some 
could be procured from Blue Canyon or 
Em igrant Gap. Y our reporter seeing that 
no further work was to be done until 
morning, boarded an engine and was 
taken back to Cisco, arriving there at 3 
o’clock this m orning.

Then Btood, about 250 yards of track had 
been cleared, and 100 yards further would 
have opened the way to the bridge. On 
the other side of the trestle, however, the 
snow is still deeper, and in places in cuts it 
has drifted iu to a depth of nearly 30 feet. 
The wires were down beyond Cisco at this 
time, and nothing conld be learned of the 
condition of the road beyond the blockaded 
space.

B A C K F R O M T H E B L O C K A D E . 


A rriv a l o f th e D e la y ed E& atbound T rain 
—J u b ila n t P a ssen g er s. 
The eastbound overland train, which for 
the past eleven davs has been delayed at 
Cisco, started back for this city yesterday 
by 
order 
of Division 
Superintendent 
W right, and arrived at the depot last night 
at 7 o’clock. 
There was a large crowd waiting at the 
depot to have a look at the people who had 
been snowbound, and the travelers were 
given quite a reception. 
The cars presented quite a picturesque 


appearance, carrying upon their roofs great 
piles of snow and ice. 
A happier lot of 
people than those rescued passengers has 
seldom been seen. 
Handkerchiefs and bats 
were waved as the cars rolled into the 
deput. and the loca! delegation responded 
in a sim ilar m anner. Those who were ex­ 
pecting to see a train load of hollow-eyed, 
coughing, sunken cheeked and grum bling 
people were sadly disappointed. 
W hen the traiD came to halt, one of the 
first to alight was conductor M urray. He 
stood oat on the side-track to see his pas­ 
sengers off safely. 
The passengers gath­ 
ered around him , some shaking him by 
the hands, others wishing him success in 
life and others tendering him their warm ­ 
est thanks, as the representative of the 
railroad, tor the splendid m anner in which 
they had been treated, when assistance was 
most needed. 
Suddenly one of the passengers stepped 
out, aud waving his hat, proposed three 
cheers for conductor Murray. 
The “ will” with which these cheers were 
given nearly raised the roof off the depot 
by the time the third one was reached, as 
the crowd of Sacramentaos had joined in 
vigorously. 
The galiant conductor assured the pas­ 
sengers that he und his superiors had only 
done their duty in the m atter aud hail 
done the same for the passengers on all the 
other snow-bound trains. 
After more hand shaking and God-speed­ 
ing the passengers dispersed. They will 
go East by way of the Southern route. 
Among the passengers who arrived on 
this train is an aged Russian Jew named 
Israel Lapschinz, who is believed to be de­ 
mented. 
He proved to be a great burden 
to the train men, as well as the other pas­ 
sengers, by reason of his hallucinations. 
He sent a dispatch during the blockade to 
General Superintendent Fillm ore of the 
Southern Pacific at San Francisco to the 
effect that m any of the passengers were 
sick and that the train men would do 
nothing to relieve them. 
Superintendent Fillm ore sent a telegram 
to the officials in this city which read as 
follows: “Investigate this m atter arid ad­ 
vise me if such is the case. 
If anyone is 
sick, every effort should be made to get a 
doctor there from Truckee.” 
Conductor Murray was wired and the 
following reply received from him last 
Saturday: 
“Dr. M iner has been exam ining m y 
passengers aud finds about ten of them who 
are complaining of slight colds. One lady 
is troubled with neuralgia. There are two 
who have weak ItiDgs, w hothiD k that the 
high altitude injures them . 
Nearly all 
are satisfied that the company are do­ 
ing all they can for them . 
Air. Israel 
Lspschirlz. who sent yen the message, is 
an exception. 
He will not believe that 
you are trying to help us. H e is a Russian 
Jew and does not speak English. 
H e is a 
religious lanatic, and will not eat anything 
that Christian people prepare. 
He has 
nearly starved himself. I have tried every 
day to get him to go to the hotel for his 
meals, but he will not do so. Some of the 
passengers are very anxious about gettiug 
through, and wish to go by some other 
route. 
I have managed to keep the cars 
well supplied with coal and oil so far. 
The 
train men are all well.” 


TA LK S W I T il PA SSENG ER S. 


T h ose W h o W ere S n o w -B o u n d a t C isco a 
H a p p y C row d . 
A Sacramento man who arrived last even 
ing on the train which had been snow­ 
bound at Shady Run and Cisco since the 
evening of the 10th, says that the passen­ 
gers were a iovons party when they re­ 
ceived the news yesterday m orning that 
they were to return to Sacramento and be 
sent on their journey East by the southern 
route. They left Cisco at 11 o’clock. The 
engineer proceeded very cautiously w est- 
ward until he had left the snow belt and 
then came along at a good rate ot speed, 
making the trip w ithout any incident. 
At Em igrant Gap the train wa3 detained 
for an hour to enable the railroad men to 
take the steps off the cars before passing 
down through the banks of snow thrown 
nut hy the plow. 
This was necessary be­ 
cause tilt* rotary piOW uoea not. in.x&.u a p u iu 
wide enough for the passage of the steps 
ou some of the Pultm au cars. 
From E m i­ 
grant Gap down to Alia the snow was 
piled up on either side of the track to a 
depth of from ten to thirty feet, where it 
had been thrown out by the snow-plows. 
Just after the train left Colfax conductor 
M urray entered the cars and read the fol­ 
lowing telegram : 
Sacramento, Jan u ary 27,1S90. 
Conductor Murray, Odias, Cal.: Say to passen­ 
gers on your train tn -ittn e com pany w ill furnish 
them on arrival at Sacram ento w ith a good hot 
supper at the dining room, free of expense. Pas­ 
sengers desiring to exchange tickets can do so 
this evening, au d w ill leave here at 9 a. n. to­ 
m orrow on train 54, w hich is the connecting 
train for A tlantic and Pacific line. 
J. B. W. 
The reading of the dispatch was received 
with cheera lor Superintendent W right. 
Shortly after this occurrence J. V. Majors 
and T. W. C’oilius called Conductor Murray 
into one of the cars, and in the presence of a 
large num ber of the snow-bound passeLgers 
presented him with the resolutions adopted 
unanim ously by the passengers at Cisco, on 
the 22J inst. 
[These resolutions were sent 
to the R ecord-U nio n by telegraph from 
Cisco and published on Saturday last.] 
In 
presenting the resolutions Air. Majors 
thanked the conductor for the kindness 
and attention shown the passengers and for 
his untiring energy in looking after their 
comfort. Air. M urray responded in a brief 
speech, saying that he had ouly done his 
duty us an employe of the railroad com­ 
pany. 
T.’ W. Collins, of Los Angeles, one of the 
passengers, was interviewed and said that 
all hands were well pleased with the m an­ 
ner in which they had been treated by the 
railroad company. 
’W hy,” said he, “ they 
gave us a great deal more than we pad any 
right to expect. 
Alost of the people on the 
train had money enough to pay for their 
meals, but they were not compelled to do 
so. 
W hen we were first blockaded near 
Shady Run, we found provisions very short 
until we were moved up the road to Em i­ 
grant Gap. There were a few persons who 
did not have much money, and they would 
have had a hard time of it it the railroad 
people had not furnished them with meals. 
As it was all had plenty, and I believe they 
all appreciate it. 
W hen we got to Sacra­ 
m ento we found a splendid supper ready 
for us, but that was not all, lor while we 
were eating Air. Steinman, the proprieio:, 
announced that all passeugers by that train 
conld take breakfast, free of charge, at the 
same place from seven o’clock until half 
past eight to-morrow morning, before starl­ 
ing south. 
If any of us had been doing 
any kicking we would have been ashamed 
of ourselves after that. 
We bad oneortw o 
cranks on the train who thought they 
could run a railroad better than the present 
officials, but I should not like to be in a 
blockade if they were in charge.” 
W. Schilling, an elderly man from South­ 
ern California, also spoke in high terms of 
the railroad officiate and their treatm ent of 
the passengers. 
He said: 
“ We have been 
treated with the higheat consideration, and 
have been well provided for. Of course, 
at first rations were pretty abort, but as 
soon as provisions were to be had they 
were given us in ample quantities.” 
Airs. Sarah J. Beach, who was on her 
way to Salt Lake City, 3aid : 
“My experi­ 
ence in the blockade has not been very in­ 
viting, as I have been ill most of the time, 
suffering with a pain in my head. The 
sights I witnessed are som ething that I 
will always look back lo with a great deal 
more *»f pleasure than regret, for there are 
few who can say that they have been in 
the greatest blockade that ever was known 
in this country. 
We can none of us ever 
forget the kindness w ith which we were 
treated by the railroad people.” 
Mrs. E. Brownell said : “Onr stay in the 
m ountains has been a long and tedious 
one. 
I am glad we are back in Sacra 
mento, but hope I will not have to remain 
here long, as I am anxious to reach my 
destination. 
We have made the best of 
the situation and have no cause to com­ 
plain of anything except the delay, and of 
course nobody is to blame tor that except 
the elements.” 
W alter Major, in referring to the situa­ 
tion, said : 
We have had quite a tiresome 
tim e of it, but have endeavored to pat in 
the tim e as pleasantly as possible. 
We 
had checker-boards 
and 
dominos and 
amused ourselves splendidly. Of course 
they were made out of pasteboard, but 
they answered our pnrposes. There was 
no suffering, and I could have stood it a 
good while longer at the company's ex­ 
pense, and rather enjoy fine scenery, and 


it would be hard to heat those m ountains 
at this tim e for scenery.” 
A. Sutherland, 
of Dundee, Scotland, 
Mrs. Afattie W hiteside of S.tn Diego, T. 
.Tones, H . Sherman and otherg expressed 
themselves in a sim ilar m enncr. 
Little Sam my Gatlich, the five-year old 
boy who was tagged from San Francisco to 
New York in care of all conductors c f roads 
over which he would pass, was among the 
passengers who returned to this city. 
Ho 
was taken to the residence of a fenticm nn 
who was on the train, and will be sent for­ 
ward when the road is open. The passen­ 
gers m ade up a purse to pnt in the little 
fellow’s pocket, and he Í3 as happy as 
can be. 
D. R. Davis, general foreman of the 
'Vesrern Union Telegraph Company, and 
Captain Knight, representing T. A. Good­ 
man, General Ticket and Passenger Agent, 
and Ai. W. Cooley, Afaster Mechanic of the 
Sacramento division, returned on the train 
from Cisco. 
On Saturday last, when Captain Knight 
arrived at Chco, he im m ediately went 
through the train and inquired into the 
condition of the passengers. He then went 
to the railroad hotel, exam ined into the 
quality of the food, anil gave instructions 
that the best be furnished.

The railroad people succeeded iu re­ 
establishing comm unication with Trnckee 
late last night. The wire passes through 
the Cascade office, so an operator was sent 
there to take the pia-e of John Cogían, the 
former operator, who died from pneum onia 
during the storm. 
Shortly after m idnight the following dis­ 
patch was received frcru one of the men in 
charge of the rotary plow, then at Cascade: 
“The rotary is working ail right. W e are 
now in the hardest of it, going through six­ 
teen feet of snow, and are about through. 
About three hundred yards are left yet. 
We have all the men shoveling ahead of 
her, and after we pass the telegraph office 
should go right ihrougo, to within one 
hundred yards of the east end without 
much trouble. W ill have abotu eight feet

of 
the eatt 
switch, 
and 
then 
it will be 
abont 
fourteen 
feet. 
If

and she makes ice fast. YVe keep men 
flanging her all the time to keep her on. 
Tom (the engineer) says the m achinery is 
showing signs of distress, but he thinks we 
can m ake it. I think that when she gets 
through with this job she will have to go to 
the shops. The work is too much for her.” 
A dispatch over the same wire, but from 
Truckee, announced the arrival a: that 
place of the new “cyclone” plow. On her 
way over she had disposed of the obstacles 
which had formed on the track from Win- 
nemucea to Truckee. She will wait at the 
latter place for orders, but it is not likely 
that she will have any im portant work to 
do on “the hill” just at present. 
The announcem ent was also made that 
the push plow, which had been derailed 
nearT im nel 13, had been replaced on the 
track, and the road between the tunnel 
and Truckee was now clear.

It may not have occurred to some, but 
it is well known to lawyers, that the pas­ 
sengers who have been snowbound on the 
lines of the Southern Pacific system had 
no legal claim whatever upon the company 
for support. All the carrier is responsible 
for is negligence. The phenomenal fall of 
snow and the slipping down of avalanches 
are matters beyond human control and for 
which no one is blameworthy. The pas­ 
senger by a mountain carrier route is 
bound to take notice of the liability of the 
road to be blocked by natural and unfor- 
seen causes, and he takes his share of the 
risk. The carrier is bound to forward 
him only with reasonable speed and dili­ 
gence, and is not held responsible if for no 
fault of his hi; ability to carry fails. 
Yet we have news of instances in which 
some passengers recently blocked in the 
snow from further passing on their journey 
have denounced the railroad company for 
the delay, and have grumbled because of 
the food furnished them without charge or 
expense to the passengers. These people 
appear to forget that the railroad company 
was not bound in law, if in morals, to 
furnish them food at all, and that an un­ 
avoidable accident relieves the company 
of responsibiiitv. Moreover this is the 
first instance on record of a railway carrier 
feeding delayed passengers and caring for 
them generally and supplying them with 
comforts. Some five hundred of these 
passengers were fed by the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company with the very best that was 
available under the circumstances and in 
cases it lodged passengers in hotels simply 
as kindly action, though under no legal 
obligation whatever to do so. 
In the great storm of the spring of 1888 
“ ■ -»•—» >-,¡iroads were blocked for from 
three to fire day;, ,------ --------------------—... 
that in a single instance the carriers fed 
the passengers. On the contrary, the lat­ 
ter had to get their own supplies from 
near villages, and food prices went up to 
enormous figures. We cannot find in the 
record of that time fo much as a suggestion 
on the part of the passengers that the rail­ 
road company should feed them. On this 
side the mountain how different was the 
conduct of the carrier company. It ordered 
supplies as soon as possible to the scene of 
the blockade, and fed the passengers to the 
best possible advantage, under the circum­ 
stances. Where the delayed train was 
held at a station the passengers were given 
the privilege of going to a hotel, the rail­ 
road company footing all the bills. 
But after all, it is not surprising that, 
under all the circumstances, there was 
much inconvenience and some sickness, 
nor that among so many passengers, dis­ 
appointed in their trip, and finding that 
all their plans must he re-formed, there 
should develop a few in whom ingratitude 
proved to be a distinguishing feature. It 
said that some of that order intend to 
present bills to the railroad people for 
sums expended in buying food at stations 
where the hotel bill of fare did not come 
up to their standard of excellence, or 
where the free rations ran out, or had not 
arrived. It is possible that the railroad 
people, who have already been so gener­ 
ous, will pay these bills; but if they do, it 
will be a source of regret. The precedent 
will be a bad one, however much it may 
serve to illustrate the liberality and the 
beneficence of the railway management. 
They have already done by the traveling 
public in the recent storms and blockades 
all that in reason anyone ought to expect 
and a great deal more. To encourage inr 
position is no credit, however, and nine- 
tenths of the passengers delayed, and who 
have repeatedly expressed their satisfac­ 
tion with the treatment they received, will 
not feel kindly if the exactions of the few 
are conceded. 
It is a singular fact that while most of 
the State turns its attention to Sacramento 
every time there is an unusual rise in the 
rivers, there has been no flooding of this 
section since 1SG1-2, when the levees were 
simply low earthworks, and the grade of 
the city much below what it now is. In 
1878 there was no real flood, hut inter­ 
rupted drainage and some collection of 
water in consequence in low places. But 
neither then nor since has there been any 
breach made in a Sacramento levee. The 
fact is that the heritage of the flood of 
1862 is a continuing and inexhaustible one. 
But while we must put up with it, and 
while we smile at the concern about Sacra­ 
mento by those at a distance, we note that 
other cities, of which the people have had 
no thought in the matter of floods, have 
suffered severely from inundations, as, for 
instance, San Jose, Stockton, Petaluma, 
Napa, Visalia, Fresno and other towns 
where affliction by flood was never thought 
a possibility. Even in San Francisco it is 
related that under-drainage has become so 
demoralized that houses are imperiled, 
and totter here and there upon their foun­ 
dations. 
Sacramento, therefore, which 
has had no affliction, can commiserate her 
less fortunate neighbors.

San F rancisco, January 27th.—Finn has 
signed the following players for the San 
Franciscos: Spear and Stevens, catchers;

It is believed that an 
Eastern player named Pond will be secured 
to play second base. 
Edward Curpe, while hunting in the sand 
dunes south of the Cliff House, on Sunday, 
found the body of a man iu a small lake 
of sea water. A card certifying that H. 
Kneeman represented the White Labor 
Shirt Factory was found in his pocket, and 
was the only clue to his identity. 
A very sad case was reported to the 
Coroner to-day by Charles A. Kice. Dur­ 
ing the night his eight months-old son, 
who was sleeping in a cradle in the same 
room with its parents, turned over on its tace 
in some manner and was unable to roll back 
again. Its head was buried in the pillow, 
and when Mr. Kice awoke this morning he 
was horrified to find that the baby was 
smothered. 
Louis F. Ameráis, of the well-known 
family of that name of San Jose, attempted 
suicide on Sunday by jumping from the 
steamer Piedmont into the bay. A boat 
was lowered and Anzerais, who is an ex­ 
pert swimmer, struck out toward it and 
allowed himself to be taken in. It is 
thought that he was half crazed from d riD k 
when he attempted to drown himself.

W H OLESALE REDUCTIO N. 
Los Angeles Hus Gone iu for Retrench­ 
m ent iu Earnest. 
Los Angeles, January 27th.—The tax 
levy of 1 per cent, on each $100 valuation 
in tbis city with which to meet municipal 
expenses has proved insufficient for that 
purpose, and the receipts from all sources 
will fall short of expenditures by at least 
$50,000. 
The Common Council has appointed 
committee after committee to make sug­ 
gestions as to the most feasible mode of re- 
trenchmest. The Commissioners failed to 
make any practical recommendations, and 
the Conucil has been wrestling with the 
question for some time as a Committee of 
the Whole. 
To-day they passed an ordinance reduc­ 
ing the police force to sixty-eight patrol­ 
men, six mounted officers, four Sergeants, 
a Chief, Captain and one clerk. They also 
reduced all the salaries of city employes 10 
per cent., and let the city funds to a bank­ 
ing firm at 41 per cent, per annum. 
The members of the Council also agreed 
to return to the city 10 per cent, of their 
salaries for the next few months, or until 
the required amount is made up.

W ashington, January 27th.—The Presi­ 
dent to day sent to the Senate the corre­ 
spondence of the State Department and 
the Chinese Government, most of which 
was published during Cleveland's adminis­ 
tration.

DOCTORS DISAG REE. 
A French Physician Says La Grippe is a 
Big Pneumonia Germ. 
Paris, January 27th.—The Herald corre­ 
spondent has interviewed Dr. Germain on 
the subject of the influenza microbe dis­ 
covered, or said to have been discovered by 
two Vienna doctors. 
"Do you now admit then, sir, that the 
Vienna doctors made any discovery at all.” 
"Made a discovery!” echoed the doctor. 
“They have discovered a microbe discov­ 
ered years ago. That is what they have 
discovered, and that is all.” 
"But do you claim to have found the in­ 
fluenza microbe'.”1 
“Not a bit of it. There is no such thing 
as an influenza microbe. That is where the 
Vienna doctors made themselves ridicu­ 
lous. The microbe they are making a fuss 
about is simply the pneumonia microbe 
developed to an extraordinary extent by 
influenza.” 
"What caused the great number of deaths 
in the recent epidemic?” 
"Not influenza, but pneumonia, which 
seemed to grow out of the influenza. La 
grippe, while it has no microbe, has a sin­ 
gular unexplained property of preparing 
the way for a splendid crop ol pneumonia 
microbes. I discovered the pneumonia 
microbe myself, or, rather, it was discov­ 
ered by my chef-de-laboratoire, Dr. Tala- 
mon. This was as far back as November 
30, 1883, when the results of our experi­ 
ments were communicated to an anatom­ 
ical society of Paris. 
"True, Dr. Friedlander made a similar 
communication to the Berlin Medical So­ 
ciety on November 19, 1SS3, a few davs be­ 
fore our announcement, but what Fried­ 
lander supposed to be the pneumonia mi­ 
crobe has since proved to be the microbe of 
something else, in fact it has almost disap­ 
peared, while ours is admitted by the sci­ 
entific world to be the real, unmistakable 
bacillus of pneumonia.” 
"Then you infer that your microbe and 
Friedlander's microbe are entirely different 
and distinct. How about a hooded mi­ 
crobe.” 
"Precisely. I see yon are now begin­ 
ning to understand the subject. Fried­ 
lander's microbe, you must know, was de­ 
scribed by him as having a sort of hood 
attachment, as if it were done up in a cap­ 
sule, and he himself has said that he re­ 
gards the hood or capsule as an essential 
characteristic of the microbe. Our microbe, 
on the contrary, has no hood or capsule at 
all, but is long and shaped much like a 
grain of wheat.” 
McDERMOTT TALKS. 
He Asserts that Parnell Must Step Down 
and Out. 
London, January 27th.—"Red Jim” Mc­ 
Dermott is in high feather. After consid­ 
erable search Labouchere found him, only 
to be told that his address could always 
have been obtained from the Herald corre­ 
spondent.

Citizens Put Up tbe 9L>u«y for the W ork 
Done on •>*> Y-street Levee 
—Otlier Matters. 


The City Board of Trustees held its regu­ 
lar weekly session yesterday. 
Present. 
Mflyor Gregory and Trustees McLaughlin 
and Wolf. 
After some unimportant routine busi­ 
ness had been transacted, R. T. D ev lin 
submitted the following communication to 
the Board: 
To the Hon. Board of Trustees of the City of Sac- 
ramento—G knti.em en ; We, the under.igned, 
attorneys, to whom was referred the question of 
the advisability of proceeding with the work of 
framing a charter at the present time, respect­ 
fully submit that, after a careful examination of 
the whole subject, we are convinced that, owing 
to the uncertainty of the law and the difficulty 
of securing under the present constitutional 
provisions any positive benefit, it is unwise to 
irame a new charter at the present time. We 
therefore recommend that the resolution pro­ 
viding for the election of a Board of Freehold­ 
ers be rescinded. 
R o b e rt T. D evlin, 
S. Solon H oi.l, 
F rank D. B yan, 
A. P. Ca t u n , 
M att. F. J ohnson. 
On motion of the Mayor, the Board 
adopted the report, and an order was 
passed in accordance therewith, rescinding 
the order calling for a charter election this 
month. 
Mr. Devlin also read to the Board a num­ 
ber of letters that he had received from 
officials and lawyers of other cities, detail­ 
ing the obstacles encountered in their 
efforts to frame new charters under the 
present provisions of the Constitution. He 
advised the Board to enter into communi­ 
cation with tbe officials of other cities that 
are in the charter-making business, and 
endeavor to have committees appointed to 
consult and agree upon necessary amend­ 
ments to be made to the Constitution, in 
order that they may be uniform in their 
scope. 
The members of the Board expressed 
themselves as favoring the suggestion, but 
action was postponed for the present. 
A communication was received from C. 
E. Grunsky, notifying the Board of the 
action taken at the meeting of the Citizens’ 
Freeholder candidates a few evenings ago, 
in recommending that no charter election 
be held this year. 
WORK ON THE LEVEES. 
Frank Miller and C. R. Luhrs appeared 
before the Board and asked if the latter had 
authority to proceed with the levee work 
in hand, and had the money necessary to 
meet the expense thereof. 
Mayor Gregory replied that there was not 
money in the proper fund to meet the pros­ 
pective demands for levee work, and that 
the Board had not the legal authority to 
use the money of one fund for the purpose 
of meeting even urgent demands upon 
others. The members of the Board had 
pledged their personal responsibility for the 
expense already incurred, and he (the 
Mayor) would personally guarantee its 
payment until such time as the city could 
pay it. 
Mr. Miller replied that the leading mer­ 
chants and business men of the city had 
met and consulted in regard to the possible 
demands that might arise for levee work 
within the next two or three months. They 
had the highest appreciation of the public 
spirit exhibited by the members of the 
Board, who were entitled to the thanks of 
the public therefor. The citizens referred 
to—Hall, Luhrs & Co., Baker & Hamilton, 
Booth & Co., Mebius & Co., Huntington- 
Hopkins Company, and Weinstock, Lubin 
& Co.—fuliy appreciating the embarrassing 
position in which the Board was placed, 
had agreed to advance $1,600 to pay for the 
expense already incurred in the improve­ 
ment of the Y-street levee. Their only de­ 
sire was that all necessary precaution be 
taken against any possible emergency that 
might arise. 
Mayor Gregory replied that ihe levees 
might be considered as in first-class condi­ 
tion and practically impregnable. If any 
-ímlooked for emergency should arise, the 
Board would call on the citizens who had 
shown such public spirit in this matter for 
assistance. 
Mr. Miller said the citizens at large were 
ready to advance any money necessary to 
avoid any possible flood in the spring. 
There would be nodoubt about there being 
sufficient money at the command of the 
Trustees in such an emergency. 
As the Board seemed about to adjourn, 
Trustee McLaughlin remarked, addressing 
himself to the Mayor: ‘‘You say you are 
ready to vote to pay the indebtedness al­ 
ready incurred on the Y-street levee?” 
Mayor Gregory—"Yes, sir, I am ready to 
vote to pay that small sum, or to put my 
hand in my pocket and pay my share of it, 
either one.” 
Trustee McLaughlin said something in a 
low tone of voice that the reporter could 
not understand, and the Board then went 
on with other business. 
IMPROVING TENTH STREET. 
Cemetery Superintendent Parker ap- 
]>eared before the Board and asked if it 
could extend any aid in the matter of im­ 
proving Tenth street from O street to the 
Cemetery. He said the citizens along the 
route would raise $2 500 if they could get a 
little more from the city for the purpose of 
improving the street. 
Mayor Gregory said he personally knew 
Tenth street to be in a very bad condition. 
He had seen a wagon fast in the mud there 
only a few days ago. The street ought to 
be improved, as it leads direct to the ceme­ 
tery. He advised Mr. Parker to inquire 
further into the matter, and ascertain as 
nearly as possible what the expense of im­ 
proving the street would be. 
THE EAST LEVEE. 
H. M. LaRue informally addressed the 
Board regarding the east levee, and related 
his experience while residing near the 
American river many years ago. 
He 
thought the outside of that levee should 
be riprapped with granite, in order to make 
it impregnable against any possible heavy 
rise in the American. 
Mayor Gregory said the Board had al­ 
ready provided for some 400 carloads of 
granite to be placed along the levee, and 
that the work would be pushed without 
delay. They proposed to spare no efforts 
toward making that levee absolutely im­ 
pregnable. 
After some further unimportant busi­ 
ness, the Board adjourned.

LEVEE WORK. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


'HIDDEN LIVES.” 


Trustee McLaughlin Opposed to W liat is 
Being Done on Y Street. 
After the adjournment of the City Board 
of Trustees yesterday there was a short 
and sharp controversy between Mayor 
Gregory and Trustee McLaughlin over the 
matter of the work that is being done on 
the Y street levee. 
The latter contended 
that the former was wasting public money 
in having the work done. 
"Well,” replied the Mayor, “the people 
know what they want. They declare this 
work necessary as a precaution against 
possible danger, and I am in favor of hav­ 
ing it done.” 
‘Yes,” said McLaughlin, “and you might 
as well throw the people’s money away.” 
‘I am not an obstructionist in times of 
emergency,” replied the Mayor. "There 
were at least five hundred citizens viewing 
the work done yesterday, and there was 
but one person who had any objection to 
oiler against it, and that person was a 
member of the City Board of Trustees, who 
went about kicking at the expense. I am 
in favor of having the work done, and the 
people want and expect it.” 
“ Yes,” growled the Second Trustee, “I 
suppose you want to keep the men on 
until election time.” 
"I not only favor raising that levee,” re­ 
joined the Mayor, in a very pointed man­ 
ner, “but I am ready to eo down in my 
pocket and pay my share of the expense as 
one of the three Trustees of this city. I 
don’t go about the streets granting and 
growling about a thing of this kind when 
an apparent emergency is upon us. Con­ 
trast Trustee Wolf’s action with yours. He 
says he is willing that a hundred thousand 
dollars be spent, if necessary, to place the 
city beyond all possible danger from high 
water.” 
There were some further remarks on 
either side of similar import, showing that 
Trustee McLaughlin is opposed to the city 
assuming any indebtedness to raise and 
strengthen the southern defenses of the 
city—a work for which the leading pro- 
perty-ownera and taxpayers have been 
praying, and the immediate expense of 
which they are willing to pay and wait for 
its return until the city can provide there­ 
for.

THE NORTH LEVEE. 


Synopsis of a Sermon Delivered on Sun­ 
day by Bishop Hott. 
Bishop Hott preached at the United 
Brethren church, on Sul day, from the text 
(Colossians iii, 3): “For ye are dead, and 
your life is hid with Christ in God.” No 
man can be a true Christian until he has a 
funeral in bis soul, for he must bury him­ 
self and take in Christ. Now there are 
three steps for one to take, said the speaker. 
First, we must take a new life—a life of 
devotion to God.

Jesus spoke of his coming as a “well of 
life,” and John says, "Whosoever will, let 
him come and partake of the water of life 
freely.”

The man of fifty 
looks back and sees what a change, he is 
not like he was twenty or thirty years 
before; yet it is the samé life. 
The year has its changes of seasons, yet 
it is the same year. This life in us develops 
and grows, yet is the same life. In a life of 
God we find comfort, peace and love. The 
secret of our happiness is found in our com 
munion with God, our close relation to 
Him. What is a man without a God? He 
is a man without a hope. Y ou start out in 
life, and you see God on *11 sides. Every 
thing you see is a manifestation of His 
greatness What would you think of 
man, who would eo out into this world of 
grandeur, and with all its manifestations cf 
a God, and not recognize God? 
Did you notice how much more beauti­ 
ful the stars shone last night after their 
being so long hidden from our sight? I 
remember when I was a little boy, I thought 
the stars were specks in the sky. Then, as 
I grew older I thought they were other 
worlds, bat as I studied I learned that they 
were other suns and systems of worlds with 
their governing euns. 
"The fool has said in his heart there is 
no God.” It is a good thing he only 
whisp#»d it, and didn't tell anybody else. 
The fcecond thought, as given by the 
Apostle, is a life in Christ. I was occe 
given the beautiful thought bv Theodore 
Parker, picturing God as a father, ever 
readv to give aid and assistance, or as a 
mother, with that ready love that calls on 
and out of sin. Oh! how I love to think 
of that father and mother thus!

Oh ! thou Mother, take me 10 yoar heart. 
I once read about Qu»en Victoria going 
on a visit to Scotland, and a little boy hear­ 
ing that she wo? to come into tbe neighbor- 


Something From a Citizen Who is Fam il­ 
iar W ith its Foundation. 
E ds. R ecobd U nion : By request of-sev­ 
eral prominent citizens, and having a cor­ 
rect knowledge of the whole subject, I 
desire to reply to the article in the Sunday 
U nion, coming from G. W . Hancock, 
through your reporter, concerning our 
north levee, “at the point nearest the 
American River where it crosses Burns 
Slough.” Mr. Hancock’s remarks concern­ 
ing the foundation of our north levee are 
erroneous; and if not contradicted will 
have a tendency to cause distrust and fear 
in the minds of many concerning the main 
protection to our city" during such times as 
the present. 
The house where the writer of this article 
lived when the levee was built, was but a 
few hundred yards from the spot men­ 
tioned in Sunday's article, viz: The point 
nearest the American River, where the 
levee crosses “Burns Slough.” He had 
teams at work during the building of the 
levee and was on, and about the work of 
construction daily, the levee crossing the 
slough on his land, and he is iuily compel 
eDt to give a correct account of tbe manner 
the work was done, which can be verified 
by W. F. Knox, who was connected with 
that work constantly as superintendent and 
contractor from its commencement to its 
finish. 
The particular point mentioned was 
looked upon by the Commissioners as a 
vital point, where great care should be ex­ 
ercised, and a cofler dam was made to en­ 
able them to go down and form a connec­ 
tion with the sub-stratum of rock and 
hardpan below. The foundation was pud­ 
dled, rock being dug out from the south 
bank to make a concrete, and at the same 
time form an excavation to dovetail the 
levee into; rock was taken from the south 
bank of the slough, outside the base of the 
levee, to strengthen the work at that point, 
and, in my opinion, for several hundred 
yards each way of the crossing of Burns 
slough it is the strongest and safest piece of 
levee protecting the city. Its base is about 
300 feet wide, hight 40 to 50 feet at the 
slough, 50 feet wide or more on top. 
The whole north levee is thoroughly well 
built, on a foundation of black alkali soil, 
made up of the same material. Most of 
the people who were concerned in the 
building of that levee are dead. W. F. 
Knox, one of the Commissioneis at that 
time, was on and about the work daily and 
constantly, and will substantiate all of the 
above, and much more, if necessary. 
Since the levee was originally completed, 
it has been twice raised and strengthened, 
and after the railroad company laid their 
rails upon it they covered the base for sev­ 
eral feet on the outside, from the railroad 
bridge to Burns slougb, with cobbles and 
granite, materially improving and strength­ 
ening it.

Director Davis, from the Committee on 
Building and Repairs, reported having had 
certain fences, a ventilator, windows, etc., 
repaired, and one of the blackboards in 
the Sacramento Grammar School repainted. 
He said there came near being a fire in the 
latter school last week, owing to a defective 
flue, but by prompt action by himself, Di­ 
rector Tufts and the janitor, the fire was 
extinguished. 
A communication was received from L. 
P. Anderson, asking that the order trans­ 
ferring his son from the Thirteenth and G- 
street school to 8eventh and G streets be 
rescinded. Mr. Anderson said he wanted 
his son to accompany his 4-year-old daugh­ 
ter to and from the same school. 
Superintendent Hart explained how the 
transfer was made and the cause therefor. 
Many transfers had to be made, in order to 
equalize the classes, and Mr. Anderson’s 
child happened to be among them, 
although he resided nearer the Thirteenth 
and G than the Seventh and G-street 
school. 
Director Erelewine thought that such 
matters should be left to the Superintend­ 
ent, so as not to divide the authority. 
Mr. Hart said he had also found it nec­ 
essary to make some sweeping transfers 
in the Fourth and Q-street school.

N asa, January 27th.—W hen N apa’s citi­ 
zens arose Snuday m orning and w ent down 
to the river bank to take a look at a torrent 
that was raging the night before, they were 
surprised to find the flood entirely abated. 
A hasty inventory of th e damage shows 
that though the freshet was a high one, 
vet Napa valley people have suffered but 
little. 
W ithin the corporate lim its of the city, 
on First street, considerable damage has 
been done the highw ay. 
Between 
the 
Crowey building and Chinatown tire Toad 
is as good as ever because it has a basalt 
rock foundation. 
F urther eastward the 
sam e street was badly washed where the 
waters flowed across it. 
Several holes, 
from one to two feet deep, were furrowed 
out and every bit of the six inches of 
slim y m ud which bad covered the street 
was swept away, leaving the thoroughfare 
cleau but very rough. 
It needs imm ediate 
attention, being one of the leading inlets to 
the city. 
T hird street shows sim ilar storm traces 
and the bow triers now stick np white and 
dry, where before were m any inches of 
m ud. Fronting on both of these avenues 
fences were broken down and gardens 
rained. 
The residents on Grant avenue and 
other streets in that vicinity were some 
w hat disturbed by the high water. The 
one owned by the city in front of Miglia- 
vacca’s wine cellar, of all others, needs most 
prom pt attention. 
The cross-walk on Oak street, corner of 
G rant avenue, is now floating, probably on 
Ban Pablo Bay, w hither it was followed by 
a cross-street uuivert. 
The county’s loss is principally to roads. 
Two bridges were washed out in front of 
the Juarez place, and there will be consid­ 
erable work for roadmasters around St. 
H elena and Calistoga. 
The Southern Pacific Company showed 
comm endable promptness in so soon get­ 
ting their track in condition for travel. 
Tw o trains from San Francisco reached 
here yesterday, the first at about 3:30 
o'clock and the other at about 7. The up 
valley train went down on schedule time. 
Trains are running regularly to-day. 
O f the private losses that of the owners 
of the Hope is, perhaps, the largest. The 
vessel is high and dry in the McClure pas­ 
ture, about two miies 
south of town 
though, fortunately, she is very close to 
the water. The steam er has as yet received 
no serious injury, and it is believed that 
contractor George H am lin will, w ith his 
house-moving appliances, be able to get 
her back into the channel again. The other 
steamboat-owners were damaged, though 
only to a sm all extent. 
In the vicinity of Thom pson’s station 
and Snscol the waters overflowed a vast 
area, hut no damage is reported.

M EN D O C IN O COUNTY. 


B a ilro n d s W a sh ed O ut a n d th e C ounty 
R o a d s Im p a ssa b le. 
U k iah, January 27th.—The floods of F ri­ 
day and Saturday were the heaviest known 
here for twenty years. 
H undreds of acres 
of iand were under from three to six feet 
of water. Considerable damage has been 
done to property along the Russian river 
and its tributaries. 
Several families were rescued from the 
flood by means of rafts on Saturday, whose 
escape had been cut off by the sudden rise 
of the water on Friday night. 
All travel 
by stage or rail has been stopped, in conse­ 
quence of the terrible condition of the 
roads. 
The first mail or papers th at have ar­ 
rived in Ukiah for a week were brought.in 
to-day by George Jam ison, U kiah news 
agent’s kand-car. 
Mr. Jam ison reported 
the railroad in a very unfavorable condi­ 
tion, slides being num erous and large. 
There are no less than fifty huge slides, be­ 
sides large washouts, about one mile north 
of Sqnaw Rock Tunnel. There is about 
500 miles of track complelely washed away. 
In some places the track hangs suspended 
for sixty feet. 
The river has fallen very fast in the past 
twelve hours. All the low lands in the 
valley were completely covered. There 
was considerable of the telegraph lines 
waahtd away, hundreds of yards being car­ 
ried out in the river. Telegraphic connec­ 
tions were made yesterday. On account 
of the condition of the road it will be nec­ 
essary to bring the m ail through on pack 
trains. 
Chief Engineer Zook arrived here to-day. 
H e thinks it will be three weeks before any 
regular trains will be able to run. The 
toll-road is impassable from Cloverdale to 
Ukiah.

M a r y sv il l e, January 27th.—The Yuba 
and Feather rivers continued to run down 
steadily to day, and there is no prospect of 
a further rise in consequence of the late 
storm . No damage is reported in this 
neighborhood. 
Ban Sebey, the m ail carrier, started out 
from Diamond Springs a week ago last 
Saturday, on snow shoes, w ith mall for 
Strawberry Valley, and has not since been 
heard of, and it is feared he has perished 
in the snow. He lived at Straw berry V al­ 
ley and had a family. 
Private advices say that on Sunday last 
snow on the Downicville road at Campton- 
ville was six feet deep, at the Sum m it 
House five fee', and at R u th ’s ranch four 
feet. These m easurements show a greater 
depth of snow, it is said, than has ever be­ 
fore been know n in those localities, and 
were m ade after the rain which brought 
down the late freshet in the Yuba. 
R ain fell as high n p as Camptonviiie and 
beyond, but at the localities m entioned it 
had the effect of packing the snow, which 
afterwards froze solidly on the surface as 
the weather became cooler. 
Local trains are running, but we have no 
through trains to or from Oregon. San 
Francisco papers arrived this evening on 
time, which has not beeu the case for sev­ 
eral days past. 
A passenger on the stage 
from the 
m ountains reports twenty-one feet of snow 
at Gibsouvilie, eighteen feet at La Porte, 
ten feet at Strawberry Valley, and live feet 
at W oodville. The journey from La Porte 
to W oodville was made on snow-shoes.

P acific Gr o v e, January 27th.—The new 
storm reached here in its full force Friday 
night, and blew a perfect gale for five or 
six hour*, levelling hundreds of tall pines, 
estimated by some as high as thousands, 
and which carried damage to m any pretty 
cottages, as they fell by the force of the 
wind.

No washouts have occurred on the Sono­ 
m a Valley Railroad, and two trains arrive 
daily on tim e. Should the weather con­ 
tinue pleasant for a few weeks the farmers 
in this section will be enabled to get in 
their crops, but clouds are m aking their 
appearance in the west and in the south, 
wliich are generally sure signs of rain in 
in this section.

T h e L a te st R ep o rts Say th e L o w er P a r ts 
o f liobertá* is F lo o d e d . 
Sax F raxcisco, January 27th. — Late 
news from Ryer and B rannan islands is 
that the former is now all right, but B ran­ 
nan island had two feet of water on a level 
at last reports. Ryer island was flooded 
some week3 ago on the Cache slough side, 
the water rising over unfinished levees. 
W hen the water receded it was a great 
satisfaction to the island-owner. Dr. W. M. 
Ryer, of this city, to find that the levees 
were intact. This he considers a demon­ 
stration of his m ethod of levee-building, 
which is to take all m aterial from the river 
bottom, leaviDg the sides of the river un­ 
disturbed. 
This sedim ent soil, it is now shown, is 
better adapted to resist all encroachments 
of water than any peat or surface soil that 
may be put into levpes. 
At last reports the lower part of Roberts’ 
island, that nearest Union island, was 
under water, owing to a break at Rough 
and Ready. It was anticipated by all that 
the water would soon recede, and little 
damage would be done. This portion of 
the island has often been flooded. 


F E A T H E R A N D Y U B A . 


T h ere H a s B e e n N o D a n g er a t A n y T im e 
a t Marysville. 
Marysville, January 27th.—The freshets 
in the rivers have rapidly subsided since 
Saturday. The Yuba is now a little over 
eleven feet above the original low-water 
m ark, and has falien more than three feet 
since the highest point reached Saturday 
night. The Feather has fallen to a like 
extent. 
The weather is fair and cool. No fur­ 
ther rise is anticipated in consequence of 
the late storm . 
No damage is reported. 
W ater has been flowing through the old 
break in the levee at the Bossom place, at 
Lower Feather river, but there is no chance 
for fresh injury there. 
The water in the Tuie Basin, Sutter 
county, along the Sacramento river, has 
again risen ; also, in Reclamation District 
No. 70, but there is little chance for fresh 
damage over there, as the December flood 
covered the lands overflowed. 
H ere in Marysville there has been no 
danger whatever, notw ithstanding sensa­ 
tional reports to the contrary printed by 
certain papers in San Francisco.
